They started at midday, apperently on 


friendly terms, to take a walk. At * 
o'clock in the evening a farmer who 
was passing through a plantation in 
secluded spot, saw Dnnean leaning over 
a woman who was hying on tbe ground. 
Duncan shouted that the woman was 
his wife, who bad fallen and hit her head 
on a rock. Tbe woman, who waa nncon- 
adoas, was removed to a farm bouse. 
The doctors who heard Duncan's story 
wars unable to reconcile the nature of the 
woman's wound with his statement*. 
Her skull was fractured over the right 
oar, obviously from a blow. Th* woman 
was afterward taken to the hotel, where 
•he was examined by four doctors, who 
concurred in the opinion that shs had 
been Me victim of violence. The opera- 
tion of trepanning was performed. 


The Husband Confuses. 
Duncan, who wag arrested, confessed, 


on being informed that his wife was still 
alive, that be had battered her head, and 
the police have found a atone covered 
with blood and hair near the spot where 
the woman had lain. Duncan, on being 
taken before a magistrate, made DO ex- 
planation of tbe affair and waa remanded. 
It is said that his family in Washington 
occupy a good social position.

who is 27 years ojd, is short, slight, and 
fair-haired, and Wears spectacles. Be !c 
• noted linguist. It is said that be met 
his wife in Stockholm, and that bar 
father is a cigar manufacturer at Abo to 
Finland. Duncan's motive for tin crime, 
has not been explained.

The residence is in the fashionable quar- 
ter of the city, where police and private 
watchmen are supposed to keep close 
•watch. Mr. Mathewa usually has a con 
aideraMe amount of money in his safe, 
but fortunately bad none at this tima. He 
told the burglars tbat they might take it 
out doors and brake it open with an ar, 
tut they feared the noise.

Papal Wisdom Applied to Their 


Solution. 


A SYNOPSIS OF LEO'S ENCYCLICAL. 


The Doctrinal of Soclallira Controverted, 


and Private Ownership of Property 
Kalntatned—Tho Church tbo Great 
Conservator of Bight Between Man 
aad Man—Th* State's Bighti and Du- 
ties Olsenstod—On* Right That of Ar- 
bitration—The Hours ot Work. 
LONDON, May 15.—Cardinal Manning 


and Archbishop Wslah are engaged in 
translating the pope's encyclical on the 
labor question, the Latin text of which is 
now in their possession. The document 
in its original form consists of fifty-seven 
pages. Its object U clearly to refute the 
doctrines of the Socialists, while at the 
same time pointing oat the duty ot the 
state to interfere to a certain degree to 
regulate the relations between employers 
and employed. The Socialist ponitlon is 
stated from the Roman Catholic stand- 
point and reviewed in all its bearings. 
The conclusion is reached tbat tha solu- 
tion implied in the abolition of private 
property and the substitution of common 
ownership is delusive and untenable. 


The Church First Above AIL 


The arguments used are merely a repe- 


tition in short, but forcible, form of those 
heretofore employed by Roman Catholic 
theologians on the subject. 
The true 


solution of the labor question, the pope 
says, U to be found in the gospel, whica, 
rightly studied, would teach employers 
and employed to become united, while 
fulfilling their respective duties. 
The 


church has always sought to promote the 
application of the principles stated in t&e 
gospel and to give moral and material 
help as inculcated in the doctrines of 
Christ. The admission is made, how- 
ever, that various principles and elements 
not strictly religious iu easenc* mn*t con- 
tribute to the solution. But first and 
above all Is the church, without which all 
else is ineffectual. 


Labor a Moral Question. 


In discussing the province ot the state 
n the treatment of tbe labor question the 


encyclical Is very skilfully worded so aa 
to giv* the church a position of para- 
mount importance as tha great teacher 
of morals, under which head the labor 
question is iuferentlally brought. While 
conceding much to the state, broadly it 
is laid down that it is neceasary for the 
state to do Its part toward benefiting tbe 
workiagmen. The treatment 
of 
this 


theme shows a leaning toward the fam- 
ous dictum of Cardinal Manning, that the 
state stands in the position of guarantee- 
ing to the citizen either a living or the op- 
portunity to make n living. 
•as Little to Bar of Strikes. 


Then is also evidence that his holiness 


is is sympathy to a marked degree with 
the position taken by Cardinal Gibbons iu 
regard to tbe rights of labor. Descending 
to particulars, tbe document maintains 
that tbe state not only has tb* right, but 
tho duty is Imposed npon It, to interfere 
between parties whenever tta intervention 
becomes necessary in order to carry out 
its function of protecting tbe common 
rights of all and to secure the general 
welfare. The subject of strikes is not 
dealt with very iirectly, except to depre- 
cate violence and urge mutual forbear- 
ance and consideration between workmen 
and employers. 


The Hoars of Labor. 


The question of the hoars of labor to 


considered with reference to the nature of 
tbe work, the age and sex of the worker, 
anil Isstly, but not least, with relation to 
the effect of longer or shorter stint upon 
the welfare of the workers. The docu- 
ment also deals at length on working- 
men's societies for mutual benefit and in- 
surance, schools for technical education, 
and mixed syndicates ot employer and 
employed, recommending the state to en- 
courage them. The encyclical ooaetudea 
with an exhortation to ail interested in 
the labor question (o observe tb* divine 
law, 
wblch binds employer and workmen 


alike.

Passes tbe Home. 


At Springfield yesterday the compulsory 


education bill to amend the law now In 
force passed the house 
The democrats 


voted for it and the republicans against it. 
The vote was 76 to 61. The bill is as fol- 
lows 


Sec. 1 Be it enacted by the people 


of the state of Illinois represented in tbe 
general assembly, that every person having 
control of any 
child between the ages 


of 7 and 14 years shall cause such child to 
attend a public, private or parochial school, 
to be selected by such person, for at least 
16 wesks of each school year, eight weeks 
of which attendance shall be within the 
first five months of such school year, pro- 
vided, that the school year under this act 
shall commence within the first day of Sep- 
tember and end on the last day of June. 


Sec. 2. For every neglect of duty as pre- 


scribed in section one of this act the person 
offending shall forfeit to the use of the pub- 
lic schools of the city or district in which 
such child resides a sum not less than three 
nor more than 820 


Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of every 


board of school directors or board of educa- 
tion to carefully and discreetly make in- 
quiries into all supposed violations of sec- 
tion 1 of this act, and wheu, m their opin- 
ion, 
the evidence renders such action 


necessary, to at once proceed against the 
person or persons offending, as hereinafter 
provided 


Sec. 4 
In every city having a popu- 


lation of one thousand inhabitants or over, 
the board of education or board of directors 
shall, and m cities and districts having a 
population under one thousand the board of 
directors may, appoint one or more proper 
persons, who shall be designated truant 
officers, whose dut> it shall be to carefully 
and discreetly make inquiries into and con- 
cerning all supposed violations of section 1 
of this act and to report the same in writ-

or

of directors whose 


duty it shall be, when, in their opinion, 
the evidence renders such action necessary, 
to at once proceed against the responsible

all children of school going age, under this 
act, who habitually frequent and loiter 
about public places and have no lawful oc 
cupation, and place such children, when so 
apprehended, in charge of the teacher of 
the public school which such children are 
by law entitled to attend, or in such private
